6000-pounder? Well, it stands 48 
inches high and 64 inches in di­ 
ameter. While still in its tub. or 
hoop, It stands 52 inches high 
and 70 Inches in diameter. Its 
manufacture required 3,400 
cows to producft 66,000 pounds 
of milk. And the cows needed 
tha production of 23,0t)0 acres 
to produce that much milk for 
264 farmers.
